b. Dispatch records is hereby denied; there are no 911 audio 
records for this 2017 case. Any written CAD records are denied 
under K.S.A. 45-221 (a) (10) and (30). 

c. Informant identities are hereby denied under K.S.A. 45-221 (a) 
(10) and (30). 
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d. Witness Statements; hereby denied under K.S.A. 45-221 (a) (10) 
and (30); and all applicable rules of evidence. 

e. Evidence logs; hereby denied under K.S.A. 45-221 (a) (10) and 
all applicable evidence laws, policies, and rules. 

f. Law Enforcement correspondence; hereby denied under K.S.A. 
45-221 (a) (10). 

g. Investigation reports; please see the denial in item 1. 

h. A copy of the original submission documents for all forensic 
testing is denied under K.S.A. 45-221 (a) (10). 

i. A copy of any and all warrant requests made to the court is 
denied under K.S.A. 45-221 (a) (10). In addition, the Lawrence 
Police Department (LPD) is not the official Custodian of Record 
for Affidavits; these requests must be referred to the Clerk of the 
District Court. 

j. A copy of any and ail search warrants granted for electronic 
devices is denied under K.S.A 45-221 (a) (10). In addition, the 
LPD is not the official Custodian of Record for these documents; 
these requests must be referred to the Clerk of the District 
Court. 

k. The Lawrence Kansas Police Department policy and/or officer 
training materials identifying the department procedure for 
obtaining, cataloguing, and securing physical evidence. This 
request is approved and may be received once a self-addressed 
and stamped envelope that is large enough to mail the 
document with sufficient postage is sent to the LPD Records 
Department.

All video/audio recordings, radio communications, dispatch records, 
and GPS data occurring between the hours of 7:00pm on May 21 st , 
2017 and 2:00am on May 22 nd , 2017, for the following members of Law 
Enforcement...” This request is denied: 

a. The Kansas Open Records Act does not require agencies to 
create records or reports that do not already exist.

“The KORA applies to public records possessed by a public 
agency at the time the request is made. It does not require 
that a public agency do research for you, create a record it 
does not already possess, or write out their response to your 
questions.”
